Today's War News 
Given in Summary 


The Germans in a great offensive 
are driving for the French fortress 
of Verdun and already have pcceed- 
ed in penetrating two miles into the 
French lines in the Woevre region 
The drive resulting in this advance 
was along a ten mile front. 
It had 
its impulse almost directly to the 
north of Verdun, where the Germans 
successively occupied 
the Haumont 
wood and 
then 
the 
village itself, 
bringing them within eight miles of 
the 
fortress. 
Fighting 
of 
great 
violence is continuing. 
The present 
German offensive has been in progress 
more than three weeks. 
It has re- 
sulted in important net gains, for 
while at some points the allies were 
able to regain parts of the ground 
lost, the Germans have clung 
tena- 
ciously to many positions, despite all 
efforts to dislodge them. 


In his speech opening the Russian 
duma. 
Foreign 
Minister 
Saaonoif 
made striking statements regardin¿ 
Russian attitude toward Sweden and 
that of Roumania toward the two 
groups of. belligerents. 
Russia, he 
declared, was not impelled "toward 
the coast of Scandinavia," and her 
sentiment toward the Swedes was one 
of sincere friendship. 
She was look- 
ing for her outlet to the sea "in quite 
another direction." 


Appointment of a new chief for 
the German battle fleet is announced 
in Berlin, Admiral von Pohl, who re- 
tires on account of ill health, being 
succeeded as commander by Vice Ad- 
miral Reinhardt Scheer.

"The attack was delivered on a front 
extending well over ten kilometers fsi.v 
miles) and we penetrated as far as three 
kilometers into the enemy lines. 


"Apart from considerable sanguinary 
losses the enemy lost more than 3,000 
men in prisoners and great

of material, the extent of which cannot 
yet be estimated."

Paris, Feb. 23.—An cyc-witnesa of the 
destruction of Zeppelin L-Z 77 by French 
gunners, on Monday, near Revigny, a 
town which lies nine miles northwest oí 
Bar-le-Duc, thus describes the exploit: 


"Two.Zeppelins were signaled at 10:25 
at night by 
an 
artillery 
officer iA a 
listening post in the first line trenches 
of tho Argonne. 
The night wa« clear 
and 
the 
wind 
moderate. 
The officer 
could not see the airships but he heard 
the noise of their engines and telephoned 
to the battery base, when the news was 
forwarded to the army corps headquar- 
ters. All the batteries were on the alert 
and 
within 
five 
minutes 
searchlights 
Avere sweeping the heavens. 


"The Zeppelins were first sighted by 
an officer commanding a battery of 75- 
milliniitre guns. 
The 
first 
was 
then 
about two mile.s off, flying at an altitude 
of about 5,000 feet and rising rapidly. 
The second Zeppelin 
\yas some 
three 
miles behind the 
first. 
The ofHcer was 
unable to get tho elevation necessary '•.o 
hit the airship, but he managed to give 
the exact position 
to the 
searchlight 
operators. 
From that moment imtil it 
was destroyed 
the first dirigible wa? 
never lost to view and the searchlights 
never left it. 
As it was moving against 
the wind its progress 
was 
relatively 
slow. 


"As soon as the Avarning reached Re- 
vigny, five automobiles with searchlights 
and with special 
anti-air 
craft 
gtin? 
manned by naval gvmners, started in 
pursuit. 
These guns threw a. shell which 
is expressly designed to explode on con- 
tact with the aluminum-painted cover- 
ing of the Zeppelins and to bur.st into 
flames once it is inside. 
As 
the 
car 
rushes along the road the oflRcers stand 
in the back of the car, gives the range 
and directs the fire of fhe gun by the 
crew, which work the gun lying on the 
flat of their backs. 


The guns opened fire as soon as they 
carae in range. 
A shell burst just be- 
hind the Zeppelin, 
throwing 
it 
into 
strong reliéf, 
A shell passed over the 
target, but the next, of tne inflammable 
type, hit the mark squarely about 75 
feet from the stern. There was a sliout 
of triumph from the Frenchmen as thu 
shell appeared to go through the body 
of the airship and to adhere to the riglic 
side of the frame work, which it set 
afire. 
A few seconds later two other 
shells went through the rear of the dir- 
igible and mjuring the machinery. 


"For an instant nothing seemed to 
happen and then a' tiny red light cre))t 
along the side of the airship which shoii-f 
witli a 
bright, 
ruddy 
glow 
and the 
flames spread and moved upivards. No 
explosion was heard as the Zeppelin be- 
gan 
to 
fall. 
The great 
mass, blazing 
more and more fierccl.y, descended slow- 
h% while burning fragments of the cov- 
er fluttered away in the wind and all ths 
onlookers expressed 
surprise 
that the 
airship took so long to come down. 


"The cargo of bombs, which there is 
reason to believe were to have been 
dropped on the inhabitants of 
Paris, 
exploded Avith a terrific explosion when 
the Zeppelin struck the ground. 
Frag- 
ments of its car were hurled over 2,000 
feet, the renJainder of the huge frame 
work collapsed in a heap, the lire con- 
tinuing to burn for several hours. 
The 
second Zeppelin, which 
had witnessed 
tlic disaster to its companion, turned tail 
and hurried back to the German lines. 


It is believed the Zeppelins belonged 
to the crown prince's army. 
The com- 
mander had hoped to steal across the 
fVeneh lines unpcrceived, all lights in 
the gondolas having been extinguished."

crew whicli fired the 
shot 
that proved fatal to the Zeppelin will 
receive 
prizes 
amounting 
to 
l.i,000 
francs, 10,000 francs being awarded by 
a leading Paris newspaper, and 5,000 by 
Marquis Ornano.

"SILVER DICK" WARNER 


associations and occupations to preach 
tiie gospel uf God as an evangelist. 


Adam Dixon Warner will leave here 
shortly for Chicago to launch his cam- 
paign, "Preparedness Against the Devil, 
Sin and Hell." 


'•Why have I taken up the work of 
the i^ord? 
Well, 1 am getting old,"' 
said "Silver Dick," "and 1 am alone. My 
wife died recently and 1 have no chil- 
dren. 
I want to xise the time that is 
left me to atone for my sins; to right, 
in a measure, the wrongs I have done 
in the past, and to lift others from tlie 
sin and iniquity which, in their igno- 
rance, is weighing them down." 


Few men in America have had such 
a remarkable career as this man. Twen- 
ty years ago ho stood at the front of 
criminal practice, and is said to be the 
only lawyer who ever made John D\ 
Rockefeller disgorge. 


He took a case lor an old Indian wom- 
an and her children in the state of 
Washington, in 1890, and fought^ it five 
years, through all the courts, 
finally 
winning it. 
The trial court gave him 
half the land for his work. 
The news- 
papers called him "Croesus Dick," for 
it made him rich—and made him the 
most popvilar man in the state. 
The 
land was worth nearly a million _ ana 
was situated in the heart of Everett, 
Wash. 
However, with the coming of 
the mining boom, and because of good- 
fellowship, Warner's money faded aw'ay. 


He came to 
I J O S Angeles 15 years ago 
and became democratic leader of South- 
ern California. 


At the convention at Fresno, Cal., in 
1908, he drove the booze gang out of 
politics and put Theodore Bell at the 
head of the party in California. 


In 1874 "Silver Dick" worked in log- 
ging camps in Wisconsin, cooking and 
driving logs in the spring. 
Latçr ho 
went to college and educated himself 
for the law. 
He is a member of the 
United States supreme court and hn» 
tried many of the great criminal c&sej 
of the west. 


He has written several books that 
have commanded nationwide attention. 
His "Modern City" is in practically ev- 
ery library and college in the United 
States. "The People vs. the Gold Bugs," 
written in 1896, brought him the cogno- 
men of "Silver Dick."

Bird Life in Battle Zone 
Seems Very Nearly 
Normal. 


Paris, Feb. 10.— (Correspondence 
of 
The Associated Press).—Bird life along 
the battle front appears to have been 
little disturbed by the continual thun- 
dering of the guns. 
Birds disappeared 
from the war zone after the battle of 
the Marne, and some naturalists attrib- 
uted their migration to the din of war. 
They came back again, however, and 
little by little accustomed themselves 
to the noise of explosives and even iind 
an advantage in being close to the con- 
ilict where there is ample nourishment 
around the soldiers' quarters. Doves and 
wild pigeons are the most abundant, 
while there are many cuckoos, thrushes, 
crows, magpies and jays. 
Starlings arc- 
very common, nesting in trees as close 
as they find them in the trenches. Mon 
sieur Louis Kosaeau, a well kno-\TO orni- 
thologist, has discovered that the war 
has changed the character of these birds 
and made them thrifty. 
He has found 
their nosts in tlie iioles of dead oaks, 
with a provision of breadcrnnibs stored 
away prudently underneath. 
Doves fly 
about between the tv.'o lines, paying no 
attention to the bursting shrapnel; an.l 
none of them appear to be afraid of 
either aeroplanes, observation balloons, 
or dirigibles. 


Buzzards ave overywhere along thv.' 
front, and they .seem to find particulai 
a'nusemcnt in circling arouud the ob- 
servation balloons. 


Monaieur Kouseeau finds game very 
abundant in thp section of the front 
where he is. due partly to the suppre;- 
sion of shooting since the war began, 
but mostly, he thinks, to the invasion 
which drove game ahead of it towar i 
the Marne. 
Deer and stags are very 
numerous, in spite of a great deal of 
poaching on the part of the peasants. 
On the other hand, rabbits are very 
rare. 
Wild boars are seen in places 
they were never knoAvn to frequent; a 
litter of wolves was found in a ditch 
beside the road near which territorials 
were digging a trench, and two otter.< 
wore found in' an abandoned 
trench, 
1,500 yards 
away 
from any 
stream. 
Polecats, Martens and weazels have al- 
most entirely disappeared, their places 
taken by rat.s and mice.

WOOD IS EVANGEl 


OF P m E D K E S S 


Army Commander Stirs to 
High Pitch of Enthusi- 
asm at Peroia. 


Peoria, 111., Feb. í.'í.—Mid-Mississippi 
states last night hit the ''sawdust trail" 
of national preparedness. 
Gen. l^onard 
Wood, coniMiunding the American army, 
was the Billy S'unday of the demonstra- 
tion 
that 
followed 
his speech as he 
talked about Àmericanisui at tho. annual 
Washington's birthday celebration of the 
Crevc Cœur club of Peoria. 


Few demonstrations in the big valiov 
have equaletl the patriotic uprising that 
signaled the 
climax of 
Gen. Wooil'.s 
speech. 
Gen. Wood had followed hard 
upon the heels of Henry D. Estabrook, 
himself an announced candidate for the 
republican 
nomination 
for 
president. 
Dudley Fiekl 
IVlalone, collector of 
the 
port of New Yc^rk, had approached na- 
tional conditions from a democratic na- 
tional standpoint. 


Then Wood Took It Up. 
Then it was up to Gen. Wood. Speak- 
ing as a soldier and as the representa- 
tive of the United States and its army 
Gen. Wood declilred for a policj' of pre- 
paredness that will concede nothing to 
anybody, any nation or any individual.

Gen. Wood pointed out America's fail 
ure to heed the advice of its early presi- 
dents concerning preparation in time of 
peace.

Ho asserted that no class of men is 
more willing to accept arbitration than 
army and navy officers, but added that 
we must not forget that in many in- 
stances arbitration will not be applica- 
ble. 


"With reference to war," he said, "we 
owe it not only to ourselves but to those 
who are to come after us to remembf^r 
thta it is with us, indeed very much with 
us, and that there is no immediate indi- 
cation of its disappearance in our tirite. 
Recognizing this fact, we should make 
preparation not for it but against it. 


Insurance Against War. 


"Preparation of this kind is an insur- 
ance against war more than a prepara- 
tion for it. 


"A nation which is waging war for the 
purpose of race expansion or control of 
tratle or trade routes will take careful 
need of the cost in men and money and 
weigh against the results to be obtained 
In other words, the ptrong, well organ- 
ized find well prepared nation is much 
less liable to be attacked than the rich, 
unprepared, and unreadyone. 
Right- 
eousness is not of itself an adequate 
protection 
against evildoers. 
We see 
this every day in tho case of individuals 
and in almost evfery war in the case of 
nations. 
It is the strong and well pre- 
pared nation which after all is the one 
which decides whether arbitration or war 
is to be resorted to."

Ncat Orleans, La., Feb. 23.—The first 
city ordinance for the benefit of hay 
fever victims has been enacted by the 
city of NeAv Orleans, according to an 
announcement bv W. Scheppegrell, pres- 
ident of the American Hay Fever Pre-. 
vention association. 
Tlie enactment of 
the ordinance, ho said, was 
brought 
about by the joint efforts of his asso- 
ciation, the New Orleans cit}' board of 
health 
and the department 
of public 
•works. 


"I believe that the enforcing of this 
ordinance eoon 
will be 'folloAved by 
marked benefits to hay fever sufferers, 
of Avhich 2 per cent, of the population 
in most sections of the United States 
are victims," he said. 
"Similar ordin- 
ances should be enacted in other cities." 


The ordinance provides for the clean- 
ing away of Aveeds from propertv and 
from the sideAvalks. 
It makes it un- 
lawful for the tenant, occupant or oAvn- 
er of any property to permit Aveeds or 
graas more than two feet high to groAV 
on the premises. 
On vacant lota and 
sidpAvalks adjacent to them the ordin- 
ance requires that Aveeds or grass shall 
not be permitted to groAv to a height 
of more than one foot. 


Violation of the ordinance is punish- 
able by fine or impri.sonment or both.

We have carefully considered your coiiimunicatiou of February 
18, 1916, and find the same to be as follows: 


1. 
An offer to furnish current at your switch board for the light-' 
injT of our streets on what is known as the All Ni^ht Schedule at the 
illi price of $21,000.00. 


2. An offer to furnish current at your switch board for the 
lighting of our streets on what is Imown as the Philadelphia Moon- 
light Schedule at the flat price of $12,000.00. 


;-!. An argument by you in which you unsuccessfully attempt to 
compare tlie exorbitant $70.00 per lamp rate formerly charged by 
you and the $53.00 per lamp rate now charged by the city. 


As to your offers to funiish current under propositions one and 
two, an examination of the facts necessarily requires us to immediate- 
ly refuse both of the same. 
The acceptance of your $12,000.00 offer 
would require the city to pay to you the sura of $4,055.62 more per 
year, based up the present number of lamps, on the same schedule of- 
fered by you than it costs the city at its switch board to manufacture 
the same amount of current, ajid the acceptance by the city of your, 
$21.()00.00 offer would require the city to pay to you for current at 
your switch board, based upon tlie present number of lamps, on the 
same schedule offered by you, $8,687.72 more than it costs the city to 
manufacture the same amount of current. 


You offer to furnish current at your swit-ch board on the All 
Kight Schedule for $21,000.00 and on the Philadelphia 
Moonlight 
Schedule for $12.000.00 can only be considered with regard to the 
cost to the city of identically the same service, namely the co.st of the 
same eurnmt at the switch board. 
Under your $21,000.00 offer you 
are offering current to the city at .0174 per K. W. hour, while under 
your 
12.000.00 offer you are offering current at .0154 K. W. hour. 
Hie j-cporl t)f the State Board of Accounts, as contained on page 157 
of the ainnial council proceedings of li)15, shows the total cost to the 
city of cach K. W. hour at .0198. Of this cost .0102 is the cost to the 
ciiy 
K. W. hour for the manufactin-e of the current and its deliv- 
ery ;ii Ju- switch board, while .00966 is the cost to the city per K. W. 
lioui- lor (iist)-ibnting the (-urrcnt from the switch board to the con- 
.sRiuer. 


You stale that under you)- $12.000.00 offer there would be a sav- 
ing 1o tl'.e v'wy of .i^-'5!>r>,4-"^>0.00 in a period of ten years, and that under 
your >21.Ci;i;.(;0 offer a saviiig in tlie .same period of time of $305,- 
4:50.00. •!;:.(• r.ict is. as above .shown, that under your $12,000.00 oft'er 
tliero Vvo-.il',! !);• 
lo:-:s to tlie city, in fen years of $40.556.20, while for 
the saiiio pcrio.i i)f linio under \ our $21.000.00 off'er there would be a 
loss to ihc ciiy of $86,877.20. 


Yoii as ('A[jeiis in ihr manufacture, distribution and sale of 
clceti ic current know tliat the $5;j.00 paid by the city for each lamp 
includes the lollowing iliMiis of expense to the city for the furnishing 
of the curi-eul at the lamp: 
Cost of maiuifacturc of current, main- 
teiiance and rejiair of the ])ublic lighting system, wliicli includes re- 
newals of lamps, poles, wires and fixtures thereon—its proportion of 
office and other expenses, including the repainnen, trimmers and trou- 
ble men. and (extensions anil now construction work for additional 
lamps, wire, poles and fixtures installed for lighting purposes. 


In your letter you state, apparently for the benefit of the public, 
whom you thijik will not analyze your proposition, that the city un- 
der either of your propositions Avouid save over $300,000.00 in ten 
years. 
In ai'riving at this you state and assume that the city is pay- 
ing, today. $.")!,54:{.00 lor the service you offer in the one instance for 
$12,000.00 and in the other for $21,000.00. You, as expert electricians 
know that this is true. 
Your offer contemplates the use of over 
$100,000.00 of the city s property without cost to you. 
It also con- 
templates that the city shall continue the expense of maintenance of 
public lighting system, renewal of the same, including lamps, wires, 
poles and fixtures as well as making of new and additional construc- 
tion work. 
And it is this expense that you know consumes the 
amount of money paid by the city for its public light at the rate of 
$53.00 per light over and above the cost of production of the ciirrent 
at the switch board. 


With one unacquainted with the manner and method of the sale 
and distribution of electric current and a relative cost of production 
and cost of distribution, maintenance and extensions, statements of 
the kind made in your letter might be excused, but with men experi- 
enced in the manufacture, sale and distribution of electric current 
and with knowledge of the cost of sale and distribution, including 
maintenance and new extension work as compared with the mere 
cost of manufacture, your assumption and statements, as well as your 
comparative figures, can be construed by us as nothing more than 
wilful for the purpose of misleading the public. 


If the city should be so foolish as to accept your $21,000.00 offer, 
when it manufactures the same sei'vice at a cost of $8,687.72 less, and 
manufactures the same service under your $12,000.00 offer at $4,- 
055.62 less, you know that the city would still have the expense of 
maintenance of tlie public lighting system, including the renewal of 
lamps, poles, wire and fixtures, the depreciation of the same and the 
expense of extension, new lamps, poles, etc., placed into portions, of 
the city at this time not lighted. 
And you know that after the pay- 
ment of all this expense, in addition to the payment of $21,000.00 in 
the one instance, and $12,000.00 in the other instance to you, would 
bring the cost per lamp to the city to nearly $53.00, and would leave 
hut a small profit to the city from its public lighting system. 


You say, in your offer that the taxpayers would be saving vast 
sums of money, which we have shown in the above statement of facta 


And Tells Why 


to be absolutely untrue, but you who have examined, time and time 
again, undoubtedly, the report of the State Board of Accounts after 
their thorough examination of the City Lighting Department, know 
that for the four years previous to the commencement of the present 
administration the taxpayers of the City of Fort Wayne contñbuted 
to our plant large sums of money, by way of tax levies, in addition to 
the payment of $53.00 per lamp. 
You know that in 1910 the people 
of the City of Fort Wa.vnc were assessed seven and one-half cents; in 
1911, seven and one-half cents; in 1912, five cents, and in 1913 two 
and one-half cents on each one hundred dollars of assessed valuation 
of property for the lighting plant, while the present administration 
in the year 1914 received no money .raised from taxes whatever in 
connection with the Lighting Plant. 
And yet not receiving any taxes 
whatever, while the administration previous thereto had received tax 
funds, as above stated, this administration spent from i:<^venues and 
profits only, more than $130,000.00 in ncAv construction work, in- 
cluding new' construction Avork in the street lighting department, 
which was more than had been paid out for new construction work 
since the construction of the plant. 
The electric light plant, accord- 
ing to the State Board of Accounts repoTt cost the city'$588,204.95 at 
the end of the year 1914. Of this amount there- had been paid out of 
taxes the sum of $349,441.34 up to the first day of January, 1914, and 
nothing was paid out of the taxeg during tliat year, nor were any 
taxes I'cceived by the department. The remaining cost of construction 
not paid by taxes but paid out of the earnings of the plant, namely 
$225,119.95 7'cpresent approximately the profits that have been made 
since the year 1908 by the city plant. 
This entire profit has been 
placed back into the pockets of the people of the city by the purchase 
of new construction woi'k which has increased the value of the peo- 
ple s plant, and it is necessary, as you know for the city to make a 
small profit upon its current until its eleeti-ie light lines are extcnd(Ml 
into every corner of the city so that every taxpayer and inhabitant of 
Fort Wayne may have the benefits of their plant if they sq desire. 
When this point of efficiency has been reached then, of cour.sc, the 
city will reduce its rate to a point wdiere no profit is made, excepting 
for the purpose of maintaining the efficiency of the plant. 
The plant 
has now reached the point of efficiency wdicre new construction woi'k 
can be considered without the aid of taxation, but it did not reach 
that point until the first day of January, 1914, and without tln^ aid 
of taxation of any kind this administration has caused more ne\v con- 
struction work to be constinicted in both the street light and in the 
private department than has ever been put in in any year other than 
the original construction. 
The original cost of construction of the 
plant was $165,985.22, and in the year 1914, without any taxes what- 
ever and solely out of the earnings of the plant the present adminis- 
tration caused more than $130,000.00 of new construction work, a 
sum almost as great as the original cost of the plant. 
On the other 
hand, wdiilc the citizens of Fort Wayne have paid in taxes the sum of 
$349,441.34 for a plant noAv worth $588,204.95, yet they have saved 
(and this means your patrons as well as the patrons of the city plant) 
more than double that amount by reason of the low rate tliat the 
existence of this plant has forced your company to submit to, and 
even with this low rate our city plant has made, according to the re- 
port of the State Board of Accounts, up to the end of the year 1914, 
over $248,000.00. 
Were you trjdng to save money for the taxpayers 
Avhen you continually sold them current at ten cents per K. W. ho\ir 
when this plant belonging to the city has, in seven years, made over 
$248,000.00, on a seven and eight cent rate? 


It is true tliat at this time the taxpayer is paying a small profit 
on the currcnt funiished for eaeh street lamp over and above the cost 
of production referred to in your letter and the cost of original and 
new construction work, renewals and maintenance of poles, wires, 
lamps, fixtures, etc., but there is no reason why there should not bo 
a small profit in this branch'of the city's work any more than a small 
profit upon the private consumers', patronage, but we assure you that 
as we sec the efficiency of our plant arrive at perfection all rates will 
be reduced accordingly. 
Is there any more reason why the taxpayers 
W'ho do not patronize our plant should not pay a small profit upon 
street lighting business, when the private patrons of our plant pay 
and expect to pay a small profit upon the light consumed by them ? 
But as above shown the amount of original taxes paid for the con- 
sti-uction of this plant, and the small profit upon the street lighting 
business paid by the city have been more than doubled by the amount 
of gain and saving that the citizens of Fort Wayne, including your 
patrons as well as ours, have received and had by the forced reduc- 
tion in rates from your former high rate to the present reasonable 
rate. 


As to the third part of your letter, which seeks to compare the 
Cost to the city under the old exorbitant $70.00 rate charged by you, 
and the present $53.00 rate charged by the city, we feel that you in- 
jected that into your communication for political purposes only, be- 
cause it has no bearing upon the offers you made in your letter. In 
that regard you assert that you base your figures and your compari- 
sons upon a report "recently made to the common council of the City 
of Fort Wayne by Mr. John Wessel, Jr., Secretary and Manager of 
the Municipal Light Department." In the communication attached to 
ihe report of Mr. Wessel, we find the statement that hisNreport is 
made up "from the report and statistics compiled by Messrs. Haefling 
and Schräder, of the State Board of Accounts." The report you re- 
fer to is not a report of Mr. Wessel but is solely the report of the 
State Board of Accounts. It is not Mr. Wessel who states that the 
city saved $54,081.80 in six years by reason of paying but $53.00 per 
light instead of $70.00 as it formerly paid you, but it is the State 
Board of Accounts that makes that assertion. However, regardless 
of who makes it the assertion is correct. We challenge you to show 
us any place where the City of Fort Wayne under the $53.00 rate now 
paid for publiciights receives from the taxpayer or from the city any 
other sum whatever. The $53.00 paid includes everything received 
for public lighting. You say that the $70.00 paid "included not only 


the electric energy for light but also the lighting, extinguishing and 
trimming of lamps and the furnishing, maintaining and repairing of 
the poles, wdres and lamps," and that " t h e charge of $53.00 per arc 
lamp per annum to the taxpayers by the Municipal Plant is for elec- 
tric energy only." 
This"is absolutely untnie and known to be so 
by you, for men of your experience cannot be mistaken in that re- 
gard. 
The City of Fort Wayne furnished the energy for the light- 
ing of its lamps and also lights, extinguishes and trims it^s lamps and 
furnishes, maintains and repairs its poles, wires, lamps and 
fixtures 
and makes its new eonstniction, extensions and connection all out of 
the $53.00 per lamp received. 
You would seek, by your method, to 
have us charge the cost of maintaining street arc lamps and of re- 
pairing, maintaining and furnishing poles, wires and lamps therefor 
and the extinguishing and trimming of lamps against the private 
consumer wdio is patronizing the city plant, w^hile we believe that the 
taxpayei's who receive the benefit of the public lighting, whether they 
be patrons of the city plant or not, should pay this cost. 
And by 
paying the sum of $53.00 per arc lamp to the city, this cost is all in- 
cluded. 


You brazenly seek to justify your onetime exorbitant $70.00 per 
lamp charge partly upon the fact that your contract provided that 
the city should be given a rebate or credit on account of lamps that 
did not burn during the schedule hours, and in this connection you 
have set out in your letter as an example of your annual loss on ac- 
count of such outages, an itemized statement of the outages for the 
year 1907, You did this, of course, to show^ a fair example of the an- 
nual rebates you gave on account of such outages and sought to hold 
that year up as a standard of the amount deducted from your price 
for years generally. 
Of course you knew that you^were imposing 
upon the public when you did this for you are aware of the fact that 
your outages did not amount to that much annually. We feel that the 
public should know- your untruthful method of presenting facts, or 
j)retendcd facts, for the purpose of trying to t u m the public against 
its plant, and if you do not know it. we wdll here give you the exact 
amount of outages that occurred for the seven years preceding the 
time the city was relieved of your onerous contract and commenced 
to furnish its own light: -

In giving a fair presentation of the facts in your letter as* you 
claim them, why tlid you not pick an average instead of picking the 
highest year in your contract and then seek to create the impression 
that that presented the general average'/ 
Do you consider this a 
proper and honest presentation of the facts? 
You might have fur- 
ther added in your letter the fact that the reason your outages were 
so much in the year 1907 was because the city had. by a vote of the 
people, decided to rid itself of your burdensome contract, and you 
became carele.ss in the maintenance of your public lighting system on 
the theory that the outages would amount to le.ss than the cost of ef- 
ficiently 
keeping your system in condition to give proper service and 
properly light the streets. 
You also refer to the fact that you paid 
a pole tax for ]!)07 in the sum of $5,405.00, representing a tax of 
$1.00 per pole. You charge this as an expense of lighting the streets, 
when you know that it was only a small pro})ortion of the poles that 
you paid lax upon that, were used in connection with the street light- 
ing contract. 
The total number of poles mentioiU'd by you included 
trolley poles and poles used exclusively in the conduct of your com- 
mercial lighting business, as well as public lighting pole.s, and it is 
safe to say that the poles used in the public lighting departinent did 
not exceed five hundred, but at that it was a pole tax paid by all 
other companies owning poles within the City of Fort Wayne. 


You again fail to call attention to the fact in presenting your 
version of the fairness of your $70.00 rate that you at that time used 
solely the Philadelphia Moonlight Schedule, which means that the 
lamps would only b u m on nights not scheduled as moonlight nights, 
but 01^ nights that were scheduled as moonlight or partial'moonlight 
nights your lamps were not supposed to burn. 
The number of hours 
in this schedule being 2,000, while at the present rate of $53.00 per 
lamp the city is not giving a Philadelphia Moonlight schedule of 
2,000 hours, but is giving a schedule of 3,327 hours, within three 
hundred hours of the all night schedide, the one proposed by your 
$21,000.00 offer. 


You sajr your propositions are made in the interest of the tax- 
payer, but the above facts show that you would be directly benefited, 
financially, 
at the expense of the taxpayer. 
We, of course, appre- 
ciate your»motive in making these offers. The increase in our K. W. 
production is what has enabled us to reduce our rates and of course 
you will be giad to sell us current at a profit to j^our company and 
at the same time reduce our production, approximately one million K. 
W . hours so that to that extent we would'be prevented from reduc- 
ing further our rate to private consumers. 
You know 
that 
this 
Board, had on Febniary 7, 1916, arranged to reduce tho rate for the 
fii-st 50 K. W. hours from seven cents to six cents, and >;ou know that 
this action had been finally taken by the adoption of a resolution 
on the day previous to the making of your proposition, and you 
sought thereby, in our'opinion, to intimidate us from can-ying out 
that reduction.

Director Wilson, of the department of 
public safety^ also announced that

They Do for Us. 


THE DIFFERENCE 


The note of the preacher is the 
Gospel of a Saviour.

The food wo put into our bodies three 
times a day serves much the 
same 
function that the 
coal do^s which is 
shoved 
into 
an 
engine. 


It furnishes the 
energy 
for 
the 
movement of the 
body and its parts 
and 
it 
furnishes 
the heat to keep 
the body warm. 


The energy of foods is measured in a 
unit called the calorie. 
One calorie of 
heat energy would warm two quarts of 
water one degree. 
One large egg con- 
tains 100 calories, so does a small lamb 
chop, or a medium slice of white bread. 


The ordinary person-needs about 2,500 
calories a day. 
Variety of food, of 
course, is as important as the total 
amount. 


Proteins (found in lean meats and 
other animal foods, in eggs, lentils, peas, 
beans and cheese) 
should make tip 
about lr> per cent, of the diet, fats (in 
fat meats, yolk of eggs, nuts, cream and 
butter) and carbohydrates '(in cereals, 
bread, potaipt^g' and sugar), the rest.'

RAISING DUCKS BY THOUSANDS 


Duck Raising Has Been Developed Within the Last Twenty-five Years Into a Flourishing Industry—Prior to 
That Time the Duck Was Not Considered a Profitable Fowl to Raise, But Now It Is 
Recommended to Farmers as a Profitable Source of Revenue. 


R. W. CurtJss, of Ransomvllle. N. T., 
who raises about 30,000 ducks a year 
and makes big profits at the business, 
•says it is h a r d e r manual work to raise 
ducks than chickens and the business 
requires 
patience 
and 
good 
Judg- 
ment. 
H e 
selects 
eggs 
f r o m 
the 
strongest birds and sets them in in- 
cubators and broods them until they 
. are eight weeks old when they 
are 
fattened for market. 


"Before these 
ducks are 
fattened 
.we sort out our breeding stock at the 
•age when the ducks are old enough 
so that we can tell the sexes. 
I go," 
gays Mr. 
Cvrtips, 
"through 
a 
large 
number of ducks and perhaps I might

get five or ten fit to breed f r o m out of 
a large flock of one hundred. 
That 
seems like a lot of work. 
Every time 
you change the feed the ducks won't 
eat, and If you change gradually they 
will probably be off their feed for two 
days; and iust at that time we sort 
out the breeding .«tock, and it is just 
at the time we change the feed eo 
that we do not lose anything. 


"We handle the ducks by the neck; 
rre never take t h e m by the legs. 
We 
hold the duck up and look at him, and 
If he has a good broad breast all the 
way through and fairly deep keel, and 
broad back, a n d not too long a neck, 
and his head not too long, and if ho 
fights 
a great deal and tries to get 
away, showing he is strong, then we 
will pick out that duck. 
H e h a s got 
to be a certain weight; we do 
not 
actually weigh t h e m because that is 
too much trouble. 


"In handling so m a n y ducks we get 
so that we can tell the weight of a 
duck very closely; we can guess within 
a quarter of a pound of the weight, 
and we can tell almost the minute we 
pick up a duck whether it is one that 
we want or not, they are then 
put 
over into pens by themselves and after 
we get them picked out we drive them 
about half a mile to the field where 
we pasture them for the summer. 


"We pick the breeding stock out in 
May. 
You can take them out in April 
or INtaroh; but with us the price of 
ducks is ron.sirtprably higher in March 
and April than it is in May, and v.'hen 
you 
are 
marketing 
four 
thousand 
ducks a week the lowering in price of 
two cents a pound is quite an item. 
Rut a? long as we can get as good re- 
sults from the May hatching of ducks 
we 
see 
no 
object 
in 
getting 
early 
ducks. 


"We take the ducks out in INIay and 
thej- are taken out in flocks of two 
hundred. 
We start and drive 
these 
ducks over to the pa.=turR and in driv- 
ing them we will say that we have 
two hundred and ten or two hundred 
and fifteen. • 


"We keep them in a large wood lot. 
.We take lots of time driving 
them 


along, not too slow and not so slow 
as you would drive m a r k e t ducks. 
W e 
keep them moving and when we get 
t h e m half way over two or three of 
them will break down and flap their 
wings, and they cannot walk. 
These 
ducks a r e left right where they are. 
It is simply the survival of the 
fittest, 
and when we get to the breeding pens 
there will be ducks strung all the way 
along where 
we have 
been 
driving 
them. 
It is only t h e ducks that have 
strength to walk thjs distance, being 
urged all the time, that are put 
in 
the pen. 
Then we go back and clean 
up the ones that are left and they are 
put Into the marketing pen. 
It does 
not m a t t e r how nice a duck they are, 
because It is-strength we are after. 


"We put f r o m 100 to 200 ducks in 
a pen, and there is no shed or any- 
thing for fhem to run under. 
It i.s 
just simply a wood lot. 
It would be 
just as well to have them rim in a 
field, provided they had some artificial 
shade, but decidedly you have got to 
have some shade for ducks. 
If you 
put ducka In a hot field in the s u m m e r 
time there is danger. 
T have 
seen 
full-grown ducks get sunstruck 
and 
lie down and die. 


"We feed them there for five months 
on light food. 
We do not want 
to 
fatten them. 
If there are any ducka 
get off their feed they are taken right 
off; they are not kept. 
We keep 
a 
lantern burning in the trees on dark 
nights 
to 
keep 
t h e m 
f r o m 
getting 
scared. 


"A peculiar thing about ducks 
is 
that they will run 
and 
trample 
on 
each other and j u m p In the corner of 
the pens if they get scared on a dark 
night. 
If 
It is a bright 
moonlight 
night we do not light the lanterns. 


"The feed for these ducks is four 
parts bran to on© part of 
flour 
and 
one part 
corn 
meal 
and 
1-20 beef 
scrap. 
For green feed we use four 
parts clover. 
The clover should 
be 
about one-third or a little more t h a n 
one-third of the entire feed. 
You can 
feed them all the green feed they will 
eat. 
A good Indication is to 
watch 
their 
troughs, 
and 
a f t e r they 
have 
eaten their feed If they leave a little 
clover In the trough you know 
they 
are getting all they want, and may be 
a little more; and if they clean 
this 


trough up they haven't quite enough 
to eat. 
If they have too m u c h to eat, 
they pick the green feed out and leave 
nothing but the mash, and then you 
know they haven't enough green feed. 


"We feed t h e m wet m a s h ; mix it a 
little 
more 
moist 
than 
you 
do 
for 
chickens. 
These ducks must not be 
fed all they will eat, because if you 
do, they will get in good 
condition. 
You must only feed them what they 
will clean up, and If they do not, you 
must 
go t h r o u g h 
and 
clean 
it 
up. 
They are not to be starved, but you 
must keep them just a little hungry, 
and they will go out In this one or 
two acres of land and eat more 
or 
less green feed, and they will run up 
and 
down 
the pen and It will give 
them muscle. 


"If you take one of these 
ducks, 
and one of those m a r k e t ducks, you 
will notice all the difference In 
the 
world 
between 
them. 
The 
m a r k e t 
ducks are just like a chunk of lead, 
and the breeding duck will flap and 
flutter 
and hit you on the a r m with 
his wings, and sometimes h u r t you. 


"The reason why we feed them In 
this m a n n e r is to get strength. 
We 
keep oyster shell before them all the 
time. 
We do not use any sharp grit 
for ducks, because It does not give us 
good result.^?. 
W e would rather have 
the smooth irrlt, and we go to the Jake 
and to the sand pit and get the gravel- 
about the size of wheat is the right 
size. 
We 
keep 
plenty 
of 
it 
before 
them and there Is no necessity to give 
them oyster shell at this time that I 
know of. 


"We keep them in this m a n n e r until 
they are five m o n t h s old, and then we 
change and put t h e m In 
permanent 
quarters. 
Most any kind of a build- 
ing will do for a duck house. 
It does 
not require very much light, but If 
you want eggs all the winter you must 
have it v/arm enough ao that the eggs 
won't get chilled. 
If you go through 
pretty often and take up the eggs they 
will not get chilled. 
You must not let 
them out, because they will lay on the 
snow bank if you do. 


"We do not have any nests in our 
duck 
houses; 
we 
simply 
bed 
them 
with shavings. 
We did try nests, but 
we could not see any great 
benefit 
f r o m 
them. 
They 
will dig a 
hole

compare with the eggs if they are let 
out. 
The 
laying 
houses 
should 
Ve 
about five aquare feet to each 
duck. 
There Is no 'particular 
a r r a n g e m e n t ; 
just simply, if you have more 
t h a n 
one pen In the yard the fences should 
be about two feet or two and a half 
feet high. 


"We breed from a pullet, we never 
breed fro 
a yearling duck. 
A duck 
will take Jn f a t very easily, and if you 
keep them over the second year they 
get too fat, and they will not lay as 
early, and the eggs are not fertile, and 
we cannot get good results. 


"We mate one drake and five ducks. 
We start these In October, and as the 
season advances, say about the first of 
March, we watch the ducks, and if 
we see two drakes getting to 
fighting, 
we catch one of t h e m ; we catch the 
poorest and put him In a pen by him- 
self. 
Whenever we see any fighting, 
we t a k e out a drake, and when there 
Is no 
fighting, 
we leave them alone, 
and they balance themselves up. 


"Sometimes you will find they will 
r u n fo'- a long time and there will be 
no 
fighting; 
then, there will come a 
rain storm, and there will be puddles 
of water In the yard, and if you go 
out you will find dozens of them 
fight- 
ing, and they will tear each other to 
piece«. 
They 
will 
get 
the 
blood 
started and your five drakes will get 
after one and fairly eat him. 
I have 
seen It when we would not have more 
than one drake to ten or twelve ducks, 
and we would got just as good eggs 
as we got In the winter." 


SOME CHARACTERISTICS OF MICE 


The Dettnietiire Habits of Mice in Buildings, Gardens and Fields Are Well Known, and By the Misdeeds of 
These Species Other Animals, That Are So Unfortunate as to Be Mouse-like in 
Appearance, Are All But Universally Condemned. 


By F. R , B R O O K S . 
IX, 


The different species of "field mice" 
or "meadow mice" t h a t are found in 
all p a r t s of the country, are almost 
entirely responsible for t h a t 
damage 
done to plants of various kinds, t h e 
blame for which is partly 
bestowed 
upon 
moles 
and 
shrews. 
Of 
late 
years mice seem to have been multi- 
plying abnormally In some 
sections. 
Serious damage h a s been done in or- 
chards, 
gardens, 
potato 
fields 
and 
other places. 
The mice have girdled 
many young f r u i t trees In some of 
the 
finest 
young orchards. 
Mulched 
tree«, or trees growing in 
orchards 
where cover crops are used,"1are most 
liable to injury. 
Damage to 
straw- 
berry plantations and to various kinds 
of garden crops have been 
reported 
from numerous localltlee. 
Irish pota- 
toes and 
sweet 
potatoes have 
been 
especially subject to attack. 


Of about 165 known living species 
and subspecies of "mlcrotus" 
(mice), 
seventy-eight 
are 
found 
in 
North 
America, 
coverlncr 
practically 
the; 
greater part of the northern 
hemis- 
phere outside the tropical zone. 
The 
common meadow mouse of the United 
States occurs over at least twenty-five 
state«. 


While the food habits of the various 
species of short-tailed 
field'mice 
are 
remarkably 
similar, 
their 
breeding 
and general habits differ greatly. 
The 
variety of habitats is most 
striking. 
Some 
species 
prefer 
high 
ground, 
while others live In low, moist places. 
OccaBlonally the same species Inhabits 
both sorts of localities. 
Some species 
live in forests, others 
In the 
open 
prairies.' 
Some 
t u r r o w 
under 
the 
ground like moles, while others m a k e 
smooth paths or trails upon Its sur- 
face. 


Eiccept in cold weather, nearly all 
species eah temporarily^ adapt 
them- 
selves to moist surroundings; 
but 
a 
few seem to be almost aa aauatic as 
the nearly-allied muskrat. 


The nests of field mice are compact 
bunches or globes, composed of grass 
blades and other dry vegetable 
fibres. 
They are placed in depressions in the 
ground, In shallow burrows, or sup- 
ported 
on 
grass 
stems 
above 
the 
ground. 
In brush piles the writer has 
found t h e m nearly a foot above the 
ground. 
Sometimes they are 
placed 
under 
flat 
atones or logs or 
under 
Shocks of grain. 
The structures are 
so alight t h a t a day's sunshine 
will 
dry them out after a storm, and yet 


they are so compact that the animals 
pass the coldest weather snugly housed 
in 
them 
under 
the 
snow. 
Trails, 
often of great length and worn smooth 
by constant use, lead to neighboring 
feeding grounds. 


While most surface nests are 
for 
shelter only, sometimes the young, es- 
pecially of swamp species, are 
pro- 
duced in them. 
However, the young 
of most kinds are born in underground 
nests and are rarely seen unless un- 
covered by accident. 
They are at first 
hairless and blind. 


The common ^meadow mouse of the 
United 
States 
is 
one 
of 
the 
most 
prolific of 
our 
species. 
Estimating 
the normal Increase at six young, with 
four litters in a season, and assuming 
that there were no checks upon the 
increase, the results are appalling. 
A 
single pair and their progeny in five 
seasons 
would 
amount 
to 
nearly 
1,000,000 
Individuals. 
This 
calcula- 
tion is under mark, since it Is based 
on the assumption that the young do 
not breed until about a year old. 
The 
animals, however, mature very rapidly, 
and 
the 
spring 
young 
undoubtedly 
breed in the fall of the same j'ear. 


In summer 
the principal 
food of 
these mice is green vegetation 
and 
unripe seeds of grain and grasses. 
As 
the season advances, ripe grain 
and 
seeds take the place of the immature; 
and in winter bulbous and other roots 
are in part substituted for stems and 
leaves. 
When convenient, and 
green 
vegetation 
is 
lacking, 
the 
bark 
of 
trees and shrubs becomes a staple food. 
It Is mainly In winter that the apple 
orchards and young forest trees suffer 
from attacks of mice. 


The 
quantity 
of 
green 
vegetation 
eaten by a single adult field mouse in 
the course of a year has been 
cal- 
culated 
at 
from 
24 
to 
36 
pounds. 
When 
one 
considers 
in 
connection 
with this estimate the great numbers 
of 
these 
animals 
in 
our 
meadows, 
swamps, and forests, the total quan- 
tity of food consumed by them 
ap- 
pears so enormous as apparently 
to 
exceed the productive capacity of the 
soil. 
A thousand meadow mice in a 
meadow 
would 
require 
at 
least 
12 
tons of gra.ss or other vegetation 
to 
maintain them for a year. 


The common meado^y mouse is es- 
pecially noted for long winter excur- 
sions from its summer abode, hiding 
its movements 
under cover of 
deep 
snow. 
The journej's of the 
animals 


are not suspected until the snow dis- 
appears. 
when 
the 
trails 
can 
be 
traced to great distances. 
They reach 
wheat, r>-e, clover, and timothy 
fields 
and often extend into orchards, nur- 
series, lawns and gardens, all of which 
are Injured 
by the 
animals. 
Hay- 
stacks or shocks of corn are sure to 
suffer if left out over winter. 


A Favorite Food of the Pine Mouse. 


The Pine Mouse. 


Owing to their peculiar habits pin« 
mice are not so well kno-^vn as are 
meadow mice. 
Their natural habitat 
is the forest, although they are by no 
means restricted to pine woods or for- 
ested areas. 
While often 
irlhabiting 
pine woods and the edges of adjacent 
fields, 
they 
live also in forests 
and 
copses of deciduous trees, usually on 
uplands. 


From 
their 
homes 
in woods 
and 
j thickets pine mice invade 
fields, 
or- 
I chards, nurseries, dooryards. and gar- 
I dens, passing always through 
under- 
ground runways. 
Living in conceal- 
ment, neither their presence nor the 
injury they inflict is suspected 
until 
the 
latter 
is 
past 
remedy. 
Bulbs, 
planted hopefully in .autumn, 
appear 
not at all in the spring, or only in the 
shape of sickly plants, whose life sub- 
stance has been gnawed nway. 
Nur- 
sery and orchard trees here and there 
put forth no leaves, and an examina- 
tion of the roots discloses the nature 
of the damage. 


Potatoes, 
sweet 
potatoes, 
carrots, 
beet.s. and other vegetables are eaten 
by pine mice, both Avhile growing and 
when stored in pits or lying In piles 
in 
the 
field 
or 
garden. 
Potatoes 
partly 
matured 
or left long in 
the 
ground after maturity are eaten, and 
the injury is attributed to moles, be- 
cause tunnels supposed to be tiie work 
of moles lead to the place of damage. 
The writer has investigated numerous 
cases 
of 
such 
injury 
and 
has 
in- 
variably found either that the tunneU 
were made by pine mice. or. if mola 
tunnels, that they were frequented by 
mice. 
Trap-s set in the tunnels at the 
potato hills captured pine mice, and 
thf> Ptnrrhy 
material 
found 
in 
tha 
stomachs of thoFf caught proved that 
ihey. and not moles, had been eating 
the potatoes. 


ROLLING VERSUS HARROWING WINTER WHEAT 


For several yr.nr.T eoniparathr! tests 
have been ma^le by the Nebraska ex- 
periment 
.'^tatinji 
of 
liarrowing 
and 
rolling 
winter 
wheat, 
the 
following 
account of which is given by Mr. E. G. 
Montgomery: 


Plats \^•ere, seeded 
to Turkish 
red 
Winter wheat, some sown 
broadcast. 


others put in with a press drill. 
Some 
of the plats were harrowed in 
both 
fall 
and 
spring, 
while 
others 
were 
harrowed only in the spring, while a 
third set was rolled. 


It was quite evident from the results 
that no benefit was derived f r o m the 
harrowing. 
In 
fact 
"harrowing

broadcasted 
wheat 
resulted 
In 
an 
average loss of almost three bushels 
per 
acre, 
while 
harrowing 
drilled 
wheat resulted in a loss of nine-tenths 
of a bushel per acre." 


The results f r o m rolling were con- 
clusive. 
In no year did It fail "to give 
an 
Increased 
yield, 
the average 
in- 
crease being 5.1 bushels per acre." 


The rolling was given early in the 
spring, soon a f t e r frost was out, and 
about the time growth started 
H a r - 
rowing a f t e r rolling was not as good 
as 
rolling 
alone, 
probably 
due 
to 
loosening up the plants again 
a f t e r 
the roller 
had 
pressed 
them 
firmly 
Into the soil. 


Early 
spring 
rolling 
of 
winter 
grain, pressing the earth as it does 
firmly 
about the plant roots, produces 
good results. 
When frost comes out 
in the spring It Is very apt to leave 
the soil 
filled 
with small cracks 
or 
checks, especially around the plants. 
If these checks are closely examined. 
It will be seen that a large n u m b e r of 
roots are 
thus exposed, 
and 
If 
the 
weather continues dry they are killed 
or at least injured. 
If the soil Is not 
wet at the time of rolling — and 
It 
should never be rolled when 
wet— 
rolling aids In no small degree to form 
a surface mulch. 


The Nebraska 
experiments, 
there- 
fore, point quite clearly to the con- 
clusion that under ordinary conditions 
of normal seasons In humid 
regions 
winter wheat Is sufiSciently benefited 
by rolling to m a k e the practice profit- 
able, while harrowing Is not to 
be 
recommended under such conditions.

get a solid corner.

the corner postd 3% feet deep and 18

A good height for the fence is the 
30-inch with mesh at the bottom that

pig-tight.

kept In while he Is growing he will

' provided there is enough to eat.

have not found a barb wire at 
the 
bottom a benefit.—Roy M. Price.

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The Other Side of It 


Every taxpayer in Fort Wayne will note with uncommon interest 


the rejoinder of'the board of public works to the Port Wayne & 
Northern Indiana Traction company in which tho city sets out its re- 
fusal to accept either of the recent proposals by the traction com- 
pany to supply electric current for street lighting in Fort Wayne for 
a period of ten years at a rate that assumes to offer to the city a sav- 
ing o£ from $300,000 to $400,000 from the present outlay for that 
purpose. In its reply the board takes occasion to go into much de- 
tail to support its contention that the traction company's offer is not 
only not so attractive..as appears on its face, but that, as a matter of 
fac, it is not at all advantageous from the city's point of view when 
all the conditions are considered. 


Briefly, the contention of the city is that the proposal of the trac- 


tion company, being alone for the supplying of. current and not its 
distribution, leaving to the city the cost of tho erection, maintenance, 
care and operation of the poles, lines, lamps and accessories ot the 
distribution system, would still bring the cost per lamp to the city 
to a point so nearly the present rate that the difference would be 
negligible, and would leave the city little or no profit from its public 
lighting system. Much of the remainder 'of the communication is an 
arguira-ntalive reply to those sections of tho traction company's pro- 
posal which indulged in comparisons as a justification for acceptance 
of its offer. 


It is undoubtedly true that the offer of the traction company cre- 


ated something of a sensation and attracted popular attention. The 
feeling was plainly manifest over the city that an offer as good as 
that appeared to be on the face of it should not be overlooked: that 
the proposed saving of from $30,00 to $40,000 per year was too im- 
portant to be ignored merely on sentimental grounds in preference 
for the municipal lighting idea, particularly since it did not involve 
the question of private lighting and that the consumer who .pre- 
ferred to do so might still purchase his residence or his commercial 
lighting from the city system. 


It is well that both sides of the proposition have been so fully 


presented, and on its face the city seems to have made out quite as 
strong a case as did the traction company. The contested figures put 
"forward by each party to the controversy, due largely to the question 
of proper apportionment of the cost of operation and maintenance, 
still leave the man unfamiliar -with the intricacies of the electric cur- 
rent business is somewhat of a maze of indecision as to the merits of 
the two positions. 


The announcement by the city of its pHirpose to reduce its com- 


mercial lighting rate to 6 cents per kilowatt, if permitted to do so by 
'the state public utilities commission is, of course, wholly outside the 


~ street lighting question and has no bearing on it whatever.

The Associated Press).—Bird life aloni; 
the battle front appears to have been 
little disturbed by Uie continual thun- 
dering of thn guns. Birds disapjicarc;<l 
from the war zone after tho battle of 
the Murne, and some naturalists attrib- 
uted their migration to the dtu of war. 
Thoy cauii' back again, however, and 
little by little accustomed themselves 
to the noisu of explosives and even Ilnd 
an advantage in being close io the con- 
flict wherfi there is ample nourishmeir. 
around thy soldiers' quarters. Dove* anil 
wild pigeons arc the most abundant, 
while there are many cuckoos, thrushcn, 
crows, magpies and jays. Starlings are 
very common, nesting in trees as clos" 
as.they find them in the trenches. Mon 
sieur Loui» Kosscau, a well known orni- 
thologist, has -discovered that the war 
has changed the character of these birds 
and made them, thrifty. lie has found 
their nests in the holes of dead oaks, 
with a provision of breadcrumbs stored 
away prudently underneath. Doves fly 
about between the two line?, paying n<> 
attention to the bursting shrapnel; an.l 
none of them appear to- he afraid of 
cither aeroplanes, observation balloons, 
nr dirigibles. 


Buzzards are everywhere along thu 


front, and they seem to find 'partiru'.ai 
amusement in circling around the ob- 
servation balloons. 


Monsieur Kouseeau finds game verv 


abundant in tbc section of the front 
where he is. due pactly to the suppres- 
sion of shooting since the war began, 
but mostly, he thinks, to the invasion 
which drove game ahead of it towar-i 
the .Mnrne.

New Orleans Sets Example 


in Effort to Stamp Out 


Disease. 


Orleans, La., Feb. 23.—The first 


city ordinance for the benefit of hay 
f«T«r victims has been enacted by the 
dtr of Jvew Orleans, according to an, 
announcement bv W. Scheppegrell, pres- 
ident of the American Hay F«ver Pre- 
vention association. The enactment of 
the ordinance, he said, was brought 
about by the joint efforts of his asso- 
ciation, the Xew Orleans city board of 
health and the department of public 
irorlts. 


"1 believe that the enforcing of this 


ordinance soon will be followed by 
marked benefits to hay fever sufferers, 
of which 2 per cent, of the population 
in most sections of the United States 
are victims." he said. 
"Similar ordin- 


ances should be enacted in other cities." 
> 


The ordinance provides for the clean- 


ing away of weeds from property and 
from tlu> sidewalks. 
It makes it un- 


lawful for the tenant, occupant or own- 
er of any property to permit weeds or 
erasa more than two feet high to grow 
on the premises. 
On vacant lots and 


sidewalks adjacent to them the ordin- 
ance requires that weeds or crass shall 
not be permitted to grow to a height 
of more than one foot. 


Violation of the ordinance is punish- 


able by fine or imprisonment or both.

And Tells Why

GENTLEMEN? 


AVe have carefully considered your communication of February 


1?, 1916, and find the same to he as follows: 


1. An offer to furnish current at your switch board for the light- 


ing of our streets on what is known as the All Night Schedule at the 
Hat price of 421,000.00. 


-'. An offer to furnish current at your switch board for the 


lighting of our streets on what is known as the Philadelphia Moon- 
light Schedule at the fiat price of $12,000.00. 


:). An argument by you in which you unsuccessfully attempt to 


compare the exorbitant $70.00 per lamp rate formerly charged by 
you and the $53.00 per lamp rate now charged by the city. 


As to your offers to furnish current, under propositions one and 


two, an examination of the facts necessarily requires us to immediate- 
ly refuse both of the same. The acceptance of your $12,000.00 offer 
would require the city to pay to you the sum of $4,055.62 more pel- 
year, based up the present number of lamps, on the same schedule of- 
fered by you than it e.osts-the city at its switch board to manufacture 
the same amount of current, and the acceptance by the city of your 
$21,000.00 offer would require the city to pay to you for current at 
your switch board, based upon the present number of lamps, on the 
same schedule offered by you, $8,687.72 more than it costs the city to 
manufacture the same amount of current. 


You offer to furnish current at your switch hoard on the All 


Night Schedule for $21,000.00 and on the Philadelphia Moonlight 
Schedule for $12,000.00 can only be considered with regard to the 
cost to the city of identically the same service, namely the cost of the 
same current at the switch board. Under your $21,000.00 offer you 
are offering current to the city at .0174 per'lv. W. hour, while under 
your $12.000.00 offer yon are offering current at .0154 K. W. hour. 
Tin: report of the State Board of Accounts, ns contained on page 157 
of the. annual council proceedings Of 1915. shows the total eosUo the 
city of each K. W. hour at .0198. Of this cost. .0102 is the eost to the 
city per K: W. hour for the manufacture of (I,,- current and its deliv- 
ery ;il .he switch board, while .00966 is the cost to the city per K. W. 


" hour for distributing the current from the switch board to the coni 


You stale flint under your $12.000.00 offer there would be a sav? 


ing to the ,iiy of. $395.430.00 in a period of ten years, and that under 
your +21;<l(Xi:u offer « saving in the same period of time of $305,- 
4:10.00. The fact is. a.s above shown, that under your $12,000.00 offer 
there would be ;, luss to the city, i,, ten yours of'$40,556.20, while for 
the same pei iod of time under your $21,000.00 offer there would be a 
loss to the eily of $86,877.20. 


You as experts in the manufacture, distribution and sale of 


electric current know that the $53.00 paid by the city for each lamp 
includes the following items of expense to the city for the furnishing 
of the current at the lamp: Cost of manufacture of current main- 
tenance and repair of the public lighting system, which includes re- 
newals of lamps,, poles, wires and fixtures thereon—its proportion of 
office and other expenses,-including, the repairmen, trimmers and trou. 
ble men, and extensions and new construction work for additional 
lamps, wire,, poles and fixtures installed for lighting purposes. 


In your letter you state, apparently for the benefit of the public, 


whom you think will not analyze-your proposition, that the city un- 
der either of your propositions would save over $300,000.00 in ten 
years, hi arriving at this you state and assume that the city is pay- 
ing, today, $51,54:3.00 for the service you offer in the one instance for 
$12,000.00 and in the other for $21,000.00. You, as expert electricians 
know that this is true. 
Your offer contemplates the use of over 


$100,000.00 of the cit.yrs property without cost to you. It also con- 
templates that thc,eity shall continue the expense of maintenance of 
public lighting system, renewal of the same, including lamps, wires, 
poles and fixtures as well as making Of new and additional construc- 
tion work. 
And it is this expense that you know consumes the 


amount of money paid by the city for its public light at the rate of 
$53.00 per light, over and above the cost of production of the current 
at the switch board. 


With one unacquainted with the manner and method of the sale 


and distribution of electric current and a. relative cost of production 
and cost of distribution, maintenance and extensions, statements of 
the kind made in your letter might be excused, but with men experi- 
enced in the manufacture, sale and distribution of electric current 
and with knowledge of the cost of sale and distribution, including 
maintenance and new extension work a.s compared with the mere 
cost of manufacture, your assumption and statements, a.s well as your 
comparative figures, can be construed by us as nothing more than 
wilful for the purpose of misleading the public. 


If the city should be so foolish as to accept your $21,000.00 offer, 


when it manufactures the same sen-ice at a cost of $8,687.72 less, and 
manufactures the same sen-ice under your $12,000.00 offer at $4.- 
055.62 less, you know that the city would still have the expense of 
maintenance of the public lighting-system, including the renewal of 
lamps, poles, wire and fixtures, the depreciation of the same and the 
expense of extension, new lamps, poles, etc.. placed into portions of 
the city at this time not lighted. And you know that after the pay- 
ment of all this expense, in-addition to the payment of $21.000.00 in 
the one instance, and $12.000.00 in the other instance to you. would 
bring the cost per lamp to the city to nearly $53.00. and would leave 
but a small profit to the city from its public lighting system. 


You say, in your offer that the taxpayers -would be saving vast 


sums of money, which we have shown in the above statement of facts 


to be absolutely uuirue. but you who have examined, time and time 
again, undoubtedly, the report of the State Board of Accounts after 
their thorough examination of the City Lighting Department, know 
that for the four years previous to the commencement of the present 
administration the taxpayers Of the City of Fort Wayne contributed 
to our plant large sums of money, by way of tax levies, in addition to 
the payment of $53.00 per lamp. You know that in 1910 the people 
of the City of Fort Wayne were assessed seven and one-half cents; in 
1911, seven and one-half cents; in V.n~2. live cents, and in 1913 two 
and one-half cents on each one hundred dollars of assessed valuation 
of property for the lighting plant, while the present administration 
in the year 1914 received no money raised from taxes whatever in 
connection with tin- Lighting Plant. And yet not receiving any laxey 
whatever, while the administration previous thereto had received tax 
funds, as above stated, this administration spent from revenues and 
profits only, more than $130.000.00 in new construction work, in- 
cluding new construction work in the str<vf. lighting department, 
which was more than had been paid out for new construction work 
since the construction of the plant. The electric light plant, accord- 
ing to the hUate Hoard of Accounts report cost the citv $588,204.95 at 
the end of the year 1914. Of this amount there had been paid out of 
taxes the sum of $349,441.34 up to the first .lay of January, 1914. and 
nothing was paid out of the taxes during that year, nor were any 
.taxes received by the department. The remaining cost of construction 
not paid by taxes but paid out of the earnings of the plant, namely 
$225,119.95 represent approximately the profits that have been made 
since the year 1908 by the city plant. This entire profit has been 
placed back into the pockets of the people of the city by the puivha.se 
of new construction work which has increased the valm- of the peo- 
ple's plant, and it is necessary, a.s yon know for the city .to make a 
small profit upon its current, until its electric light lines are extended 
into every corner of the city so that even- taxpayer and inhabitant "f 
Fort. Wayne may have the benefits of their plant, if they s(, desire. 
When this point, of efficiency has been reached then, of course, tho 
city will reduce its rate to a point where no profit is made, except ing 
for the purpose of maintaining the efficiency of the plant. The plant 
has now reached the point of efficiency where new construction wurk 
can be considered without the aid of taxation, but it. did not reach 
that, point until the first-day of January, 1914, and without the aid 
of taxation of any kind this administration has caused more new con- 
st ruction work to be constructed in both the street light and in the 
private department than has ever been put in in any year other than 
the original construction. The original cost of construction of the 
plant was $165,985.22. and in the year 1914, without any taxes what- 
ever and solely out of the earnings of the plant the present adminis- 
tration caused more than $130,000.00 of new construction work, » 
sum almost as great as the original cost of the plant.• On the other 
hand, while the citizens of Fort AVayne have paid'in taxes the sum of 
$349,441.34 for a plant now worth $588,204.95, yet they have saved 
(and this means your patrons as well as the patrons of the city plant) 
more than double that amount by reason of the low rate that the 
existence of .this plant has forced your company to submit to, and 
even with this low rate our city plant has made, according to the re- 
port of the State Board of Accounts, up to the end of the year 1914, 
over $248.000.00. 
AVcre you trying to save money for the taxpayers 


when you continually sold them current at ten cents per K. AY. hour 
when this plant belonging to the city has. in seven years, made over 
$248,000.00, on a seven and eight cent rate? 


It is true that at this time the taxpayer is paying a small profit 


on the current furnished for each street lamp over and above the cost 
of production referred to in your letter and the cost of original ami 
new construction work, renewals and maintenance of poles, wires, 
lamps, fixtures, etc., but there is no reason why there should not be. 
a small profit in this branch of the city's work any more than a small 
profit upon the private consumers' patronage, but we assure you that 
as we sec the efficiency of our plant arrive at perfection all rates will 
be reduced accordingly. Is there any more reason why the taxpayers 
who do not patronize our plant should not pay a small profit upon 
street lighting business, when the private patrons of our plant pay 
and expect to pay a small profit, upon the light consumed by them? 
But as above shown the amount of original taxes paid for the con- 
struction of this plant, and the small profit upon the street lighting 
business paid by the city have been more than doubled by the amount 
of gain and saving that the citizens of Fort AVayne. including your 
patrons as well as ours, have received and had by the forced reduc- 
tion in rates from your former high rate to the present reasonable 
rate. 


As to the third part of your letter, which seeks to compare the 


Cost to the city under the old exorbitant $70.00 rate charged by you, 
and the present $53.00 rate charged by the city, we feel that yon in- 
jected that into your communication for political purposes only, be- 
cause it has no bearing upon the offers you made in your letter.' In 
that regard you assert that you base your figures and your compari- 
sons upon a report "recently made to the common council of the City 
of Fort AVayne by Mr. John AVcssel, Jr.. Secretary and Manage,]- n£ 
the Municipal Light Department." in the communication attached to 
-he report of Mr. AVcssel, we find the statement that his report is 
made up "from the report and statistics compiled by Messrs. Haefling 
and Schrader. of the State Board of Accounts." The report you n" 
fcr to is not a report of Mr. AVesscl but is solely' the report" of t.ho 
State Board of Accounts. It. is not Mr. AVessel who states that tho 
city saved $54.081.80 in six years by reason of paying but. $53.00 per 
light instead of $70.00 a.s it formerly paid you, but it is the Statu 
Board of Accounts that makes that, assertion. However, regardless 
of who makes it, the assertion is correct. We. challenge you to show 
us any place where the City of Fort AVaync under the $53.00 rate now 
paid for public lights receives from tho taxpayer or from the city sm- 
other sum whatever. The $53.00 pajd includes everything received 
for public lighting. You say that the $70.00 paid "included not only 


thc electric energy for light but also the lighting, extinguishing and 
trimming of lamps and the furnishing, maintaining and repairing of 
the poles, wires and lamps." and that "the charge of $53.00 per arc 
li'mp per annum to the taxpayers by the Municipal 1'lam. is for elec- 
tric energy only." This is absolutely untrue, and known to be so 
by you. IV men of your experience cannot be mistaken in that re- 
gard. The City of Fort Wayne furnished the energy for the light- 
ing of its lamps and also lights, extinguishes and trims its lamps and 
furnishes, maintains and repairs its poles, wires, lamps and fixtures 
and makes its new constru-tinn. extensions and connection all out of 
the $53.dO per lamp received. You would seek, by your method, to 
have us charge the cost of maintaining street arc lamps and of re- 
pairing, maintahiins; and furnishing poles, wires and lamps therefor 
and the extinguishing al,d trimming of ].„„,,,, against the private 
consumer who is patroni/.ing the city plant, while we believe that the 
taxpayers who receive the benefit of the public lighting, whether they 
be patrons of the city plant or not. should pay this cost. And by 
paying the sum of $53.00 ,,er :l,v l:imp to the city, this cost is all in- 
cluded. 


Yon brazenly seek to justify your onetime exorbitant $70.00 per 


lamp chaix'e partly upon the fact that your contract provided that 
the city should he civen a rebate ,,r credit on account of lamps that 
did not burn during the schedule hours, and in this connection you 
have set ..lit in y..nr letter as an example of your annual loss on'ac- 
count of such outages, an ite.miy.ed statement of the outages for the 
year 1907. You did this, of e.mrse. to show a fair example of the an- 
nual rebates you jrave on account of such outages and sought to bold 
t h a t yciir up as .-, standard of the amount deducted from your price, 
tor years gem-rally. Of course you knew that you were imposing 
"1""' the public when you did this for you are aware of the fact that 
your outages did not amount to that much annually. We feel that the 
pul.lie should know your u n t r u t h f u l method ,,f presenting facts, or 
pretended facts, for the purpose of trying to turn the public against 
its plant, and if you do not know it. we will here give you the exact 
"mount of outages that occurred f,,r the seven years pn-i-cdinsr the 
time the city was relieved of your onerous contract and commenced 
to liirnish its own light:

In giving a fail- presentation of the facts in your letter as ynn 


claim them, why did yon not pick an average instead of picking the 
highest year in your contract ami then .seek to create the impression 
that that presented the general average? 
Uo you consider this a 


proper and honest presentation of the facts'; 
You might have fur- 


ther added in your letter the fact that the reason your outages were 
so much in the year 1907 was because the city had, by a vote of the 
people, decided to rid itself of your burdensome contract, ami you 
became careless in the maintenance of your public lighting system on 
the theory that the outages would amount to less than the cost of ef- 
ficiently keeping your system in condition to give proper service and 
properly light the streets. You also refer to"the fact that you paid 
a pole tax for 1907 in the sum of $5.405.00. representing a tax of 
$1.00 per pole. You charge this as an expense of lighting the streets, 
when you know that it was only a small proportion of the poles that 
you paid tax upon that were used in connection with the street, light- 
ing contract. The total number of poles mentioned by you included 
trolley poles and poles used exclusively in the conduct of your com-

they are taken out in flocks of two 
hundred. 
\Ve start and drive these 


ducks over to the pasture and In driv- 
ing them we will say that we have 
two hundred and ten or two hundred 
and fifteen. 


"We keep them In a large wood lot. 


We take lots of time driving them 


their troughs, and after they have 
r-aten their feed If they leave a llttln 
-lover In the trough you know they 
nre getting all they want, and may be 
a little more; and If they clean this

Most any kind of a build- 


ing will do for a. duck house. It does 
not require very much light, hut If 
you want eggs all the winter you must 
have It warm enough no that the eggs 
won't get chilled.

Five-Pen Breeding House for Ducks. 


In the corner and l.y the egg and 
cover It up and when you go through 
in the ;nornins you have to be careful 
that you do not walk on the eggs.

"TVe mate one drake and five ducks. 


We start these In October, and as the 


gon advances, say about the first of 


March, we watch the ducks, and II 
we see two drakps getting to fighting 
we catch orie of them; we catch the 
poorest and put him in a pen by him- 
self. Whenever we s*« any T.ghtlng 
we take out a drake, and when there 
is no fighting, we leave them alone 
and they balance themselves up. 


"Sometimes you will find they wll 


run fo'- a long time and there will be 
no fighting; then, thero will come 
rain etorm. and there will be puddles 
of water In the yard, snd if you go 
out you will find dozens of them fight- 
ing, and they will tear each other to 
pieces.

The different species of "field mice" 


or "meadow mice" that are found Jn 
all parts of the country, are almost 
entirely responsible for that damage 
done to plants of various kinds, the 
blame for which is partly bestowed 
upon moles and shrews. 
Of late 


years mice seem to have been multi- 
plying abnormally In some sections. 
Serloui damage has been done In or- 
chards, gardens, potato flelds and 
other place*. The mice have girdled 
many young fruit trees in some of 
the finest young orchards. 
Mulched 


tree*, or trees growing in orchards 
where cover crops are used, are most 
liable to Injury- 
Damage to straw- 


berry plantations and to various kinds 
of garden crops have been reported 
from numerous localities. Irish pota- 
toes and sweet potatoes have been 
especially subject to attack. 


Of about 165 known living species 


and «u'>specles of "microtus" (mice), 
seventy-eight are 
found 
in North 


America, 
covering 
practically 
the 


greater part of the northern hemis- 
phere outside the tropical zone. The 
common meadow mouse of the United 
State* occurs over at least twenty-five 
stat-«. 


While the food habits of the various 


species of short-tailed field mice are 
remarkably similar, their breeding 
and general habits differ greatly. The 
variety of habitats is most striking. 
Some species prefer high ground, 
while other* live In low. moist places. 
Occasionally the same species Inhabits 


oth sorts of localities. Some specie.s 
Ive In forests, others In the open 
Talrtes. 
Some burrow under the 


ground like moles, while others make 
mooth paths or trails upon its sur- 
ace. 


Except in cold weather, nearly all 


species can temporarily adapt them- 
selves to moist surroundings; but a 
'ew seem to be almost a* aquatic as 
the nearly-allied muskrat. 


The ne«ts of field mice are compact 


bunches or globes,' composed of grass 
Blades and other dry vegetable flbrea. 
They are placed In depressions in the 
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they are so compact that the animals 
pass the coldest weather snug'.y housed 
In them under the snow. 
Trails, 


often of great length and worn smooth 
by constant use, lead to neighboring 
'eedlr.gr grounds. 


While most surface nests are for 


shelter only, sometimes the young, es- 
pecially of swamp species, are pro- 
duced In f.iem. 
However, the youn? 


of most kinds are born in underground 
nests and are rarely seen unless un- 
covered by accident. They are at first 
hairless and blind. 


The common meadow mouse of the 


United States Is one of the most 
prolific of our species.

[hat there were no checks upon the 
Increase, the results are appalling. A

The 
animals, however, mature very rapidly, 
and the. spring young undoubtedly 
breed In the fall of the same year.

Traps set in the tunnels nt tha 
potato hills captured pine mice, and 
the starchy material found in tha 
stomachs of those caught proved that 
they, and not moles, had been,eatlng 
the potatoes. 


ROLLING VERSUS HARROWING WINTER WHEAT 


For several yearn comparative tests 


have been made by the Nebraska ex- 
periment station of harrowing and 
rolling winter wheat, the following 
account of which is given by Mr. B. G. 
Montgomery: 


Plats were seeded to Turkish red

grada fertilizers. The low-grade fer- 
tilizers, though cheaper as measured 
by price per ton, are much more ex- 
pensive when measured by the actual 
amount and quality of plant 
food 


which they contain and by the cost of 
handling. B. B. Rose, from a com- 
parison of the composition and cost 
of fertilizers on sale in the State o£ 
Florida, says that "the high-grade 
fertilizers lor but little more than a 
third advance In price over the cost 
of the low-grade goods furnish two- 
thirds more plant food and five-sixths 
more commercial value." 


An examination of fertilizers 
in 


Vermont showed that the medium 
grade goods for one-ninth In advance 
in vrlce over the cost of the low-grade 
brands offered one-fifth more plant 
food and two-fifths more commercial 
value. The high-grade fertilizers for 
three-sevenths advance In price fur- 
nished three-fifths more plant food 
and double the commercial value. 


A bulletin of the Mississippi station 


a«.ys: 
The purchase of the so-called 


cheap or low-grade fertilizers is never 
advisable. It is not'the price per ton 
of the fertilizer, but the price per 
pound of the plant food in it which 


merchant or farmer who is ready to 
buy. 


An authority from the Missouri sta- 


tion says: 
One ton of good fertiliser 


costing 530 will contain over 250 
pounds more of total plant food than 
two tons of low-grade fertilizer cost-
